3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
5754682 to Katoh. 

As to claim 1 , Katoh discloses an image processing apparatus for processing the 
image data input from an image handling device and then output the image data to 
another image handling device (Fig. 5), comprising: 

Black-adaptation correction means (Fig. 6 and 13, elements 12-14) for correcting 
thr image data in consideration of the fact the adaptation to black varies from person to 
person, if the darkest point of the image handling devices differ from each other, so that 
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the colors of the images produced by the image handling devices look almost the same 
(col. 9 line 1-col. 10 line 37, col. 18 line 43-col. 19 line 55, col. 20 lines 4-62). 

As to claim 2, the claim is a corresponding method claim to claim 1 . the 
discussions are addressed with regard to claim 1.
